- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, ail of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Zimmerman contacted Examiner Smith to discuss language to 
claim 1 . Specifically, Mr. Zimmerman suggested "motionless" to define over Birdwell '465. Examiner Smith responded 
by noting at some point, the Birdwell cutter 23 is motionless. Examiner Smith recommended structural language such 
as "fixed" to define over Birdwell considering the incentive to fix cutter 23 would defeat the purpose of pivoting cutter 
23. The prior art of record does not show a fixed tooth (applicant's teeth 90) in combination with the claimed ring, hub, 
teeth, bladed spokes, center bit, and bladed toothed cone. 
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
